Mr. Justice Fe a ey in the course of his 
judgment, said that the question in this case 
was whether legacy duty was payable in re- 
s of a portion of the personal éstate of 

ulius Ostersetzer, deceased, which was paid 

to the administrator of Austrian property 
under an nt. between him and the 
administrator of the estate of the deceased 
man as a result of the operation of the 
‘Treaty of St. Germain en Laye and the im- 
plementing Jegislation. Julius Ostersetger 
was born in Galicia in 1849, of an Austrian 
father and a Russian mother. He came to 
Ireland in 1872, and he was domiciled in this 
country until his death in 1920, He was, 
undoubtedly, of Austrian nationality, and he 
retained that nationality till his death. 


War with Austria was declared on August | 


13, 1914, and in September of that year he 


from deportation and a permit to reside in 
Dublin. He continued to reside there until 
November 26, 1920, when he died, leaving 
considerable personal property in this 
country. By his will, after leaving certain 
legacies to persons and institutions in Ire- 
land, he bequeathed one moiety of the re- 
sidue to the children of his father’s brothers, 
Michael, Adolf and Sigmund, and the other 
moiety to the children of his mother’s two 
step-sisters. He appointed Mr. Drimme as 
his executor, by whom probate was ex- 


tracted, 
TREATY OF PEACE. 

Having referred to the Treaty of Peace 
with Austria, and the Order, promulgated for 
the purpose of implementing it, Mr, Justice 
Johnston said that when Ostersetzer 
died his property was fixed, with 
all the liability that attached to 
it, under the Act of 10, Geo. V., confirming 
the Treaty, and the Order in Council there- 
under. An action to administer his estate 
was brought by Mr. Drimmie in March, 1921, 
against Madame Elsie Frohlich, one of the 
residuary legatees, residing in Vienna, and 
in the statement of claim it was statéd that 
the deceased man was an Austrian subject. 
The Master of the Rolls refused to make an 
order for the administration of the estate 
until it was determined whether the deceased 
man’s property was subject to any charge 
under the Treaty of Peace Order, 1920. 

An action was then brought by Mr. 
Drimmie in March, 1922, against Mr. Wil- 
liam, Carrigan, K.C., acting Attorney- 
General for His Majesty, seeking a declara- 
tion that the deceased man, at the time of 
his death, was not an Austrian national. By 
an order made on June 22, 1922, the Ad- 
ministrator of Austrian property was added 
as a defendant, and in his defence the Ad. 
ministrator of Austrian property submitted 
that the deceased man was, at the time of 
his death, a national of the former Austrian 
Empire, and that his property was subject 
to the charge created under the Treaty oi 
Peace and subsequent Orders, That action 
never came to trial, a settlement having 
heen arrived at by which the Administrator 
of Austrian property agreed to accept a sum 
of £2.500 and some securities of small value 
that were in his hands, in full settlement 
of his claim against the property of the de- 
ceased, 

BONDS FOR £2,500. 

Before the money was paid, however, Mr. 
Harris, as solicitor for the plaintiff, wrote 
to the Controller of Estate Duty Office in 
Dublin, explaining the nature of the settle- 
ment, and desiring to know whether this 
payment to a sovereign State under a 
Treaty of Peace made with Austria in 
September. 1919, when _ this country 


| fore, 


formed portion of the United Kingdom, 
was liable to any duty to the Irish Free 
Siate. and the Controller replied that he was 
of opinion that no claim for legacy duty 
arose in respect of the sum of £2, for 
which payment was provided by the consent. 

Accordingly, a cheque for £2,500 was sent 
to the Administrator of Austrian property in 
April, 1926, and it was claimed now by the 
residuary legatee that at this stage that sum 
disappeared as assets of the deceased ‘man, 
and that its ultimate destination was in no 
sense regulated by the will of the deceased 
man, but by the Act of 1920 and the Orders 
made thereunder, and, by the grace of the 
Austrian Government, as expressed in the 
legislation in that country dealing with 
funds, handed over to it by the British 
Government. 

Eventually, Austrian bonds of the face 
value of £2,500, with interest, less the official 
fees deducted by the British and Austrian 
Governments, were paid to Madam Elsie 
Frohlich under Article 249 (j) of the Treaty. 
It was contended now on her behalf that 
‘these bonds reached her hands, not by virtue 
of the deceased man’s will, but by virtue of 
the liability of the Austrian Government to 
compensate her own nationals under the 
Treaty. 

THE ENEMY ACTS. 

Mr. Justice Johnston referred to some let- 
ters which formed part of a long correspon- 
dence that took place in 1928, disclosing the 
fate of the fund after it left the hands of 
the Irish executor, and also to articles of 
the Treaty of Peace, and said that the mean- 
ing and scope of the clauses of the Treaty 
upon which this question turned had been 
expounded in England in numerous cases, and 
he was satisfied that no one in the present 
case contended that the provisions of the 
Trading with the Enemy Acts, 1914 to 1918, 
had no applicability in regard to the question 
now before him. 

Those Acts were passed merely to create 
a fund to be protected and preserved in 
accordance with the terms of the preamble 
in the Amending Act of 1914, with a view 
to such arrangements after the war as might 
seem good to His Majesty in Council 
(Younger, J., in Zn re Ling and Duhr). In 
the case of /n re Schiff, asal J., con- 
sidered the general effect of the Treaty of 
Peace (Germany) Order, 1919—which was 
identical with the Austrian Order—in relation 
to the estate of a British testator who had 
died before the Armistice in 1918, and who 
left by his will certain annuities to German 
nationals. 

Russell, J., having gone through the pro- 
visions of the Treaty and the consequential 
legislation, said :—‘‘ Putting it shortly, the 
property in this country, of German nationals, 
is charged, is to be liquidated, and the pro- 
ceeds of it are not to be paid to him, but 
they are io be dealt with in the manner 
provided. The proceeds are to be credited in 
the account with Germany, and if, at_the end 
of the Clearing Office accounts being taken, 
there is a credit balance in favour of Ger 
many, then that credit. balance was to be 
disposed of, as provided in Article 243.”

TENANTS’ STUBBORN 
ATTITUDE. 

In the matter of the estate of Lord Headley 
at Racommane, Co. Kerry, Mr. T. 0 Donnell, 
with whom was Mr. M. Comyn, R.C. (im- 
structed by Mr. T. O'Shea), applied on behalf 
of the tenants for a further adjournment of 
the case until next sittings, as some disputes 
had arisen as to the rights of turbary of 

some of the tenants on the estate. 

Mr. Hamilton, K.C. (imstructed by Messrs. 
Miley and Miley), who appeared on behalf of 
Lord Headley and the Official Assignee, said 
that he could not assent to a further adjourn- 
ment. On the 26th of February last a settle- 
ment was arrived at which was most favour- 
able to the tenants. That settlement was 
approved of by his lordship, who then gave 
the tenants fourteen days in which to pay 
the purchase money into court. The fourteen 
days had expired a fortnight ago, and a 
further fourteen days till yesterday was 
granted, but not a penny of the purchase 
money had been lodged. He submitted that, 
as his lordship’s patience must be becoming 
exhausted, if a further adjournment was 
granted, it must be clearly understood by the 
tenants that there would be no further ad- 
journment, and that they must pay their 
purchase money into court, 


FORCE IF NECESSARY. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that it would be 
well to intimate to the tenants the very 
drastic powers whith he had as judge of the 
Bankruptcy Court. Although it might take 
an army of Civic Guards to enferce his 
orders, he would see that any order which he 
made would be enforced. e did not think 
that it would pay these tenants to be un- 
reasonable, and he had his eye on those 
tenants who were making trouble over the 
turbary rights. If the tenants were not 
reasonable, they might find themselves on the 
roadside; and, while that might be of no 
benefit to Lord Headley’s estate, it certainly 
would be of no benefit to these tenants. 

Mr. O'Donnell said that he had already 
explained to the tenants what would be the 
consequence to them if they failed to carry 
out the settlement arrived at, but if his 
lordship could see his way to grant even a 
fortnight, he had great hopes that the matter 
would be terminated satisfactorily. He (Mr. 
O'Donnell) was going to Kerry next week, 
anG he would see the tenants and explain the 
situation fully to them. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said .that, 
civeumstances, he was inclined to 
matter stand for a fortnight.

‘The provisions of 
that Act, with the necessary modifications, 
are by virtue of the Constitution applicable 
to the Irish Free State, 

THE FACTS. ; 

“ The facts are simple and not disputed. 
On 25th March, 1950, the complainant, 
Captain David Thompson, who is a sea 
fishery officer, discovered the defendant, 
Pierre Geuguinon, in charge of the Belle de 
Jour, a French fishing boat, fishing with 
seven lobster pots at a point off the Wexford 
coast in islands known as Saltees. . 

“ Believing an offence as alleged in the 
summons to have been committed, the captam 
took the defendant and his crew and boat 
to Dunmore East, County . Waterford, the 
nearest and most convenient port, and has 
now brought him before this court charged, 
as stated. 

“The exact place where the defendant was 
fishing was over three miles from the low 
water mark at the Wexford mainland, but 
was well within three miles from the low 
water mark at the South Saltee Island, and 
the island is within the jurisdiction of the 
Irish” Free State.’ 

QUESTION FOR DECISION. 

Proceeding, the Justice said that the only 
question for decision by the Court was 
whether this place where the defendant was 
fishing was within the exclusive fishing limit 
of the Irish Free State. ‘The question arose 
what exclusive right of fishing was reserved 
in international law to the citizens of the 
Irish Free State? 

Having quoted from a recognised American 
authority on this branch of international law, 
Justice McCabe held that the South Saltee 
Island was entitled to a three-mile zone, and 
within this zone the citizens of the Irish 
Free State have the exclusive right of fishing.

Colonel J. M. Mitchell, 0.B.K., M.C., M.A. 
(Carnegie United Kingdom Trust), said that 
the: trustees proposed for the period 1951 to 
1955 to concentrate, in connection with 
county libraries, on the problem of branches 
in populeus urban areas, Grants would, 
therefore, be given mainly to industrial 
counties. It had vet to be decided for what 
specific purpose the money would be avail- 
able, and which of the counties of England, 
Scotland, Wales and Ireland could properly 
be included, 

The suggestion that grants should also be 
available for county libary headquarters had 
had to be abandoned, owing to the fact that 
the maximum available allocation would be 
insuffieient to tackle this problem seriously. 

Mr. P. B. Glynn (Secretary) reported that 
since their meeting in May last the following 
counties had taken the necessary steps to 
inaugurate. library schemes :—Clare, Meath, 
Cavan, Leitrim and Waterford. There were 
now only three counties which lacked library 
provision—namely, Limerick, Longford and 
Westmeath; and the Executive Committee 
believed that the effort it was making to 
influence publie opinion on the matter would 
secure the extension of the system to those 
counties shortly,

AA Carleton Centenary. 


An occasion which should not have been 
allowed to pass by without some recogni- 
tion was the centenary of the publication 
of William Carleton’s ‘‘ Traits and 
Stories of the Irish Peasantry.’’ The 
original edition in two volumes, published 
by Curry and Co., Sackville street, Dublin, 
gives its date, at the foot of the preface, 
as March 1, 1830. Of it Mr. D. J. 
O'Donoghue, Carleton’s biographer and 
editor, writes: “The work met with 
instant and almost universal delight and 
approbation. Their author was hailed as 
the discoverer of a new world, and, indeed. 
the life presented to English readers in 
Carleton’s pages was entirely new and 
strange.’’ Of the second edition he says :— 
‘‘ Enthusiastic as was the applause won 
by the first series of ‘ Traits and Stories,’ 
the second series published in 1833 was 
even more flatteringly received. The three 
volumes . . . . + were admitted to 
be the most notable accession ever made 
for Trish literature.” 

This is high praise coming from an 
authoritative critic like Mr. O’ Donoghue. 
Mr. W. B. Yeats, in the foreword to 
a selection from Carleton’s sketches,. now 
out of print, wrote: ‘‘ When about thirty 
he published the ‘ Traits and Stories,’ and 
with them began modern Irish literature.’’ 


A Forgotten Teacher. 


Carleton is not read nowadays. 
Inquiries at a leading Dublin book-shop 
for his works elicited the information that 
there is no up-to-date cheap and popular 
edition available for sale. Perhaps, this 
is due in some way to his political and 
national opinions, of which the following 
extract from the preface to the original 
edition of the “ Traits and Stories” is a 
fair example: 

“ Nor has he (i.e. Carleton) ever fore- 
gone the hone—his heart’s desire and his 
anxious wish-—that his own dear native 
mountain people may, thronch the 
influence »f education, by the leadings of 
purer knowledge, and by the fosterings of 
a paternal Government, become the pride. 
the strength. and support of the British 
Empire, instead of, as now, forming its 


‘reproach.’”’ 


Carleton was the supreme interpreter of 
Trish peasant character... He was born of 
this stock, lived among them during the 
most impressionable years of his life, and 
devoted his mature abilities to the repre- 
sentation of their racial and national 
characteristics; and, perhaps, his pious 
wish -that they should enrich the British 
Empire, and not deplete it, may still be a 
calculable element in the make-up of our 
present-day rural population. It would be 
vastly. interesting to imagine what 
Carleton would think if he could see a 
performance of ‘‘ Cathleen ni Houlihan ”’

where some vegetables were boiling. 
Immediately the water became cold, and 
would not heat no matter how much fire 
was put beneath it, until someone found 
what had happened and the duck was 
released, when the water boiled again, and 
kept on boiling.

Che Drowning of the Hounds. 


The near approach of Punchestown 
reminds me of the disaster which 
befell the Kildare Hounds at the well- 
known watertall of Poul-a-phooka in the 
month of November, 1815. The hounds 
met at the cross-roads of Tipper, and, 
after drawing a or a gorse blank, 
they were trotting on to Troopersfields. 
when, from a small unenclosed scrub of 
hazel, a fox jumped out almost among 
the hounds. He made straight for Liffey 
Head, and gained the romantic rocks. 
plantation and waterfall of Poul-a-phooka 
with hounds close at his brush. The 
distance of twelve miles had been covered 
in fifty-five minutes, and the field had 
dwindled to two. The Ea bridge was 
not then in existence. e fox attempted 
fo cross the river just about the fall, and 
was swept down in company with twelve 
and a half couple of hounds which had 
plunged in after him. Some of them were 
killed in the descent, while others were 
drowned in the pool beneath the fall, 
but one or two managed to swim ashore. 


Trish Centenarians. 


There have been many remarkable 
centenarians in Irish history, but none 
more so than Martha Hanna, a dwarf, 
who lived to the remarkable age of 126. 
Born towards the end of the seventeenth 
century, she never grew beyond the 
height of four feet seven inches. At the 
age of fifty she married and lived till her 
death possessed of excellent health and 
full mental capacities. 

Another remarkable centenarian was 
Dennis Corrobee, who died in November, 
1804, aged 117. He was seven times 
married, and his descendants have been 
reckoned as follows:—48 children, 36 
grandchildren and 944 great grand- 
children. Three weeks before his death 
he walked from his home to Galway and 
home again, a distance of twenty-six 
miles. 

Others were John O’Leary, who died in 
1812, aged 112; he had lived during the 
reign of six monarchs, and had been 
married to seven wives. Florence O’Sul- 
livan, who was born in 1696, lived to the 
age of 111 and died the uncle of 215 
nephews and nieces. 


Film-2C aking in Ulster. 


I have just seen a cinema film in the 
making—a correspondent writes—and J 
had not to go to Hollywood for the 
experience, either. The scene was a studio 
in Royal avenue, Belfast, and the 
company was the Ulster Film Society, 
which, I suppose, is the only society in 
Ireland engaged in the technical work of 
making moving pictures. It was rather 
an awesoine spectacle. Amid a portentous 
silence, broken only by a voice reading off 
the seconds from a watch, the leading lady 
came upon the scene—or, as we film 
experts call it, the “set.” Above her 
blazed lights of some unthinkable candle- 
power. She advanced to a table, took 
a cigarette, lit it with the grace that 
only film stars seem able to achieve, and 
finally came to rest as the voice proclaimed 
‘““Twenty.’’ So another twenty-second 
scene was added to the secret-service film 
which the society is making; or so I 
thought, but the society’s producer does 
nothing by halves, and that scene was 
gone over again and again before the 
actual “shot ” was made. 


Cobacco in Belfast. 


An interesting advertisement of the year 
1800 announces that Messrs. Walker and 
Wharton, of High street, Belfast, having 
commenced the manufacture of tobacco, 
have for sale well-pressed “: roll and pig- 
tail ” of a superior quality, as well as 
snuff. “ Roll’’ tobacco (but no other 
variety) was made by no fewer than four- 
teen Belfast firms as late as 1850, while

two great firms alone. The output and 
the demand were both very small! in 1850, 
but Belfast’s contribution to the immense 
world-demand of to-day is by no means 
inconsiderable. I am interested to learn 
from a friend, who is learning the business 
in one of the great Belfast tobacco firms, 
that snuff is still manufactured by them 
in surprisingly large quantities. 


Crowded Footpaths. 


In one respect the Dublin public 
resemble sheep, in thgt numbers of people 
will crowd together when they need not do 
so. This is particularly noticeable in 
the morning. when a. thick mass of 
humanity streams down Grafton street 
on the left-hand side, while the other 
side is almost deserted. No doubt, the 
reason is that everyone gets out of trams 
and ’buses at the top of Grafton street 
on the left. But it is more difficult te 
know why, in the evening, everyone goes 
up Grafton street on the left, again 
leaving the other side deserted. There 
seems to be an instinctive desire to walk 
on the left. The ancient Romans, no 
doubt, would have considered this ill.

AGRICULTURE IN THE FREE 


STATE. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Probably no more important docu- 
ment has ever been issued by any Government 
department in the Saorstat than that appear- 
ing on page 3 of your issue of March 28th 
and discussed by a leading article the same 
day. After making due allowance for the 


probable and possible inaccuracies in the in- . 


dividual returns on which these statistics of 
agricultural output are based, here at last we 
have an almost complete picture of the whole 
wealth of the Saorstat and the manner of its 
disposal. The only item lacking to anno: 
the picture is the net income deriv by 
inhabitants of the Saorstat from outside 
sources after deducting outgoings. If the 
value of the imports for the year 1926 be 
examined, it will be found that those wt ag 
of articles which are either unprocurable in 
the Saorstat (such as tea, rubber, coal, 
petroleum, iron and steel, non-ferrous metals, 
cotton goods, chemicals, ate}. or those it 
would be impossible to manufacture or pro- 
duce economically owing to the varied de- 
mands and tastes of the consumers and the 
smallness of the market (such as wheat flour, 
fruit, hosiery, boots and shoes, — etc.) 
amount to a sum practically equal to, or in 
excess of, the value of the exported agricul- 
tural surplus. : 

It is quite evident that any increase in the 
non-agricultural population of the Free State, 
unless accompanied by a continual fall in the 
standard of living, is only possible if the 
agricultural output of the country Is in- 
creased. The report shows that the only 
possible use of tariffs in the Free State is to 
produce revenue; and finally it 1s clearly 
demonstrated that. the population of the 
Saorstat is greater than the country can sup- 
port, and that, were the foreign income of 
£12,000,000 per annum obliterated or seriously 
diminished, great distress and a very large 
reduction in the population would ensue.—

O’CONNELL BRIDGE, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—The three schemes mentioned in an 
article in to-day’s /rish Times grapple with 
merely the fringe of the problem of con- 
gestion on Dublin's principal bridge, and 
would at best only postpone the long overdue 
reorganisation of traffic at this point. The 
suggestion to build an additional bridge to 
the westward of one of the widest in ma 
hardly requires serious consideration. o 
narrow the footpath, thus encroaching on the 
rights of pedestrians, is not to be thought cf. 
The question of moving the tram lines 
towards the east, with or without the help of 
a grant from the Road Fund, remains. This 
appears to be the solution, but, to be a com- 
slate one, the move would need to be such 
that the tram lines in their new _ position 
would enable the trams to fall into line with 
the other traffic using the bridge. ; 

O'Connell Bridge was originally designed 
as a double bridge leading to D'Olier street 
and to Westmoreland street from the then 
divided O'Connell street; and for this pur- 
pose the two roadways separated by the 
‘‘island’’ were well suited. All traffic via 
D'Olier street used one half of the bridge and 
all via Westmoreland street the other. The 
present tramlines were laid down in accord- 
ance with this arrangement. Since 
O'Connell street has been made “ one “ street 
for purposes of traffic control, and all road- 
users except the Tramways Company have 
been made to comply with the new rules. 
The non-conformity of the Tramways Com- 
pany in this respect is the cause of the exist- 
ing confusion, south-bound trams on one side 
of the bridge and north-going trams from 
D’Olier street on the other side moving 
against the oncoming traffic. 

The solution of the problem seems to be to 
move the tram lines so that cars travelling 
southwards would pass to the left of the 
O’Connell Monument and continue direct from 
there into Westmoreland street over part of 
the existing “island,” and that the Sandy- 
mount cars coming from D’Ohier street to 
Nelson Pillar should cross over to the west- 
ward side of the bridge. This would confine 
the trams to two lines in a central position, 
leaving the remainder of the bridge free for 
other traffic. If the Tramways Company do 
not agree to, the proposal to make the city- 
bound Candymount cars cross over to the 
correct side of the road at this point, why 
should D’Olier street not be used for a 
terminus for this line instead of the over- 
crowced one at Nelson Pillar? This region 
is already serving as a central station for the 
‘buses belonging to that company. 

This scheme would include the removal of 
the “island,” which at present serves no 
useful purpose, and is but an encouragement 
to pedestrians to cross at a danger point, 
utilising its site as a carriage-way for traffic. 
To do this it would probably be necessary to 
strengthen this portion of the bridge, but 
this should present no great difficulty. A 
more useful position for a ‘‘refuge’’ would 
be the former site of the Smith O’Brien 
statue, where a crossing can be made without 
cutting through the main stream of traffic 
from O’Connell street to Westmoreland street. 
To carry out the above proposals no more 
expenditure would be needed than for those 
already put forward. These alone provide 
for the abolition of a free twenty-four hour 
garage from the centre of a congested bridge.

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“THE TOWN AS A 
WHOLE.”’ 


HERMIONE LECTURE ON 
ARCHITECTURE, 


In the last of the series of Hermione lec- 
tures on ‘‘ Architecture as an Expression of 
Social Life,’’ given yesterday in Alexandra 
College, Dublin, Professor Reilly spoke on 
“The Town as a Whole.”” On account of 
the size of our towns to-day, he said, we 
get no view at all of the town as a whole. 
Each town should have a small model made, 
so that a general idea of the town could be 
gained—like the model of a section of London 
made for Charing Cross. In this, the flow 
of the fine streets “can be seen, and the 
tangled mass of the slums in the south of 
London. Towns, as a whole, have only been 
really considered of recent years, unless 
those towns built by emperors or princes as 
a mere appendage to their castles, as in the 
case of Richelieu in France, built at the en- 
trance to the Castle, as an addition to it 
The Roman towns appear to have been 
planned in the lines of their camps. 


THE MODERN PROBLEM. 

The modern town is a growing organisa- 
tion in itself, and the important question is 
to provide it with a structure which will 
grow, while maintaining its main features 
and character. This question has assumed 
importance from the growth of the popula- 
tions of our towns, and our horror of the 
muddle that has been made of most of our 
new towns. So most countries have taken 
control .of their towns and adopted some kind 
of Town-Planning Acts, which will give some 
authority to the town as a whole over the 
individual owners. In any great community 
our buildings only belong to us to a very 
small extent as individuals; the outside is 
more the possession of the town and the 
community than of the person who built it. 
The rights of the towns over their ‘buildings 
seem to most people to-day pretty clear, We 
have not altogether established, but are 
tapidly establishing, powers of control. 

he lantern slides shown illustrated what 
had been done for Paris by Napoleon in the 
scheme of wide avenues and local points of 
interest, and showed the Are de Triomphe, 
the Madeleine, the Opera House, the eon 
Theatre and long vistas of tree-lined streets. 
There were pictures of Bath, built according to 
the Roman scheme for the town, designed 
and carried out by a Yorkshire read sur- 
veyor, named John Wood, and his són. 
Views of Bruges, in which treée-bordered 
eanals combined with spires and fine build- 
ings to form beautiful pictures, showed, the 
lecturer pointed out, what good luck. and 
innate good taste can achieve together.

His character and career suggest, 
however, that, in the present emergency, 
he will continue to subordinate his private 
desires to the public need.

The Old Bailey may not figure largely 
in guide books to London, but, without 
doubt. it is one of London’s chief institu- 
tions.

We are not surprised, therefore, to 
learn that recently a lorry driver, com- 
missioned to deliver bricks and cement to 
traders in the Old Bailey, which, in fact, 
is a street, abutting into Newgate street, 
delivered his goods at the door of the 
Central Criminal Court.

MR. COSGRAVE’S REASONS 


FOR RESIGNING. 


When the Speaker tóok the chair in 
Dail Eireann, at twelve o'clock noon, 
yesterday, 

President COSGRAVE immediately rose 
and said: Last evening ‘the Dail passed 
the second reading of a bill, entitled the 
Old Age Pensions Bill, 1929, by a 
majority of two. In the course of the 
debate the Government, through the 
Minister for Finance, indicated their 
opposition to that measure, which pro- 
pecod to impose a burden of some 
£500,000 per annum on the taxpayer. 

The cost of old age pensions to the 
State is already two and three-quarter 
million pounds per annum, -and_ the 
Government, having given the matter the 
most careful eenaidiretion, are not pre- 
pared to take the responsibility on the 
present financial situation of providing a 
further large addition to that sum, which, 
while imposing a heavy burden on agri- 
culture, trade and industry, would not 
even have the merit of benefiting the more 
necessitous and deserving class of old age 
pensioners. 

The Executive Council, while it appre- 
ciates that the result of yesterday’s vote 
was due to the fortuitous circumstances 
that a number of members of the Govern- 
ment Party were unavoidably absent, 
nevertheless, feels that the House, having 
come to the decision which it did, should 
be given an opportunity of electing 
another Executive. I have, therefore, 
tendered my resignation to His Excellency 
the Governor-General. 

I move that the House now adjourn 
until Wednesday next at 3 p.m., when I 
presume that the first business will be 
the election of my successor.

Mr, KELLY (F.F., Dublin N.)— We are 
glad that the President has taken the de- 
cision that he has taken.

DECISION REVERSED. 

A scene on the border at Courtbane was 
described at DUNDALK Circuit Court 
vesterday, when James McCoy, a preventitive 
Customs officer for the Free State, appealed 
against the decision of the District Justice, 
fining him for an assault on a girl, Anna 
McArdle. The parties reside within a couple 
of hundred Ail from the border separating 
Louth from Armagh, in Northern Ireland. 
Having heard the evidence, Judge Devitt 
said that he had come to the conclusion that 
the young Customs officer had not exceeded 
his duty by one iota on this oceasion, The 
case was one which never should have been 
brought, and he reversed the decision of the 
Distriet Justice, allowing £5 5s. costs to the 
Customs officer. He regretted to say that 
he did not believe one word of the evidence 
by the girls father, who would have been 
the last man in the world to stand hy and 
see someone spitting in the faces of his wife 
and daughter. 

THE BAILIFF’S WATCH. 

At a meeting of the WEXFORD Fishery 
Conservators, Mr. Owen McCoy said that the 
water bailiffs were ‘‘shadowed”’ along the 
rivers. The Right Hon. H. G. Burgess asked 
if the bailiffs’ watch bélow Enniscorthy was 
good. Some of his people caught two salmon 
up the river and they were distinctly net- 
marked. He had had enquiries made and 
found that three nets were operating at 
Ferryearrig. The gentlemen who operated 
the nets did not waste their time, ana he 
could tell the Board the number of salmon 
they netted.. Mr. O. McCoy said that it was 
a farce to say there was net fishing going on. 
Net fishing could not be done at Ferrycarrig 
now owing to the amount of water there 
The head water bailiff maintained that it 
would be impossible for poachers to evade 
the strict watch of the bailiffs. The Chair- 
man (General Browne-Clayton) said that Mr. 
Burgess’s information was definite that net- 
ting had taken place, and warned the hailiffs 
to get up earlier in the morning and stay up 
later at night on the river. 


HEAT AND LIGHT IN 
SCHOOLS. 
EFFICIENCY OF STUDENTS 
HALVED BY COLD. 


Observations on children attending three 
practically unheated open-air échools showed 
that their efficiency in very cold weather was 
only about half that of children in heated 
schools. 

This is one of many interesting discoveries 
made by Dr. H .M, Vernon and Dr. T. 
Bedford, assisted by Mr, C, G. Warner, 
whose “ Study of Heating and Ventilating 
Schools ’’ was published on Saturday by the 
Industrial Health Research Board. 

NEW METHODS. 

In the last few years, the report states, 
several new metheds had been adopted for 
the ventilation and heating of schools, 
offices, and other buildings, and it was can- 
sidered desirable to ascertain whether théir 
adoption in suitable cases would be likely to 
conduce to the health and comfort of in- 
dustrial workers and enable them to perform 
their manual. work with the greatest possible 
efficiency. 

The novel forms of heating mvestigated 
were under-floor heating and pone heating, 
while the ventilation consisted of variots 
degrees of opett-air and ‘semi-open-air ‘ventila 
tion. #Under-floor heating was adopted in 
Roman times, when the heat: from the hypo- 
caust was conducted under the floor, and 
sometimes, in addition, through hollow bricks 
built into the walls. It had recently been 
employed in Liverpool Cathedral. 


TEMPERATURE AND SPEED. 

“‘In consideting the  suitabilily of any 
systems of ‘ventilation and heating,’’ the 
report emphasises, ‘t attention should be paid 
to the effect they may: have on the manual 
dexterity of the individual subjected to them, 
The question is particularly important in so 
far as if relates to industrial.workers, but it 
is desirable that clerical workers and. school 
children should not have their fingers cooled 
to-such an extent that they lose some of their 
speed and skill in writing, drawing, knitting, 
éte.”’ | 

Manual dexteritv tests showed that when 
the temperature fell to seventy degrees there 
was a-loss of twelve per eent, in speed of 
performance. 

Observation on children in a school heated 
by hot water radiators left no doubt that 
the children ‘wére too cold, their capacity for 
profiting by the school “instruction beiig, 
thereby, 1mpaired. Hand temperatures: below 
seventy degrees aught to he avoided, seventy- 
five degrees or. more being desirable for the 
attainment of maximum mannal dexterity, 
such as was need by many industrial 
workers. | |

SELECTION COMMITTEES.

If Jorrocks were alive to-day and were 
asked his opinion on Selection Committees, 
he would probably reply that they were 
‘werry peculiar things.” Certainly of late 
it has been hard to analyse what is passing 
through the brains of the various powers that 
be. Then it became known that Ryder had 
been omitted from the Austrahan cricket 
team, to tour England this year, the wires 
of the world hummed in protest, and a 
minor sensation was created when the 
British Walker Cup Committee omitted W. 
Sutton from their sixteen. 

This was an unfortunate error, as it has 
created an uneasy feeling in many quarters 
that class distinction was the cause ol 
Omission, 

Personally, I cannot see what object the 
Selection Committee had in mind in nominat- 
ing so many as sixteen players, Choice 
must be made from previous form, so why 
did they not definitely select, as the Amert- 
cans did, the eight players and two re- 
serves’ This would have stopped, or, at any 
rate, watered down, the Sutton controversy, 
which is doing no good to the game. 


AT SANDWICH LAST YEAR. 

It is admitted on all sides that Sutton is 
certainly one of the best sixteen amateurs. 
but 1 am not one of those who would plump 
for his inclusion in the Walker Cup team. 
He won the British native championship, but 
only after beating Tolley on an abnormal 
day and in a finish to a game which was 
far from satisfactory. In the eyes of the 
selectors Sutton must have badly blotted his 
copy-book when representing England v. 
Scotland at Sandwich last year. Partnered 
by J. B. Beddard, he was defeated 2 and 1 
in the foursomes by W. Tulloch and 8, L. 
McKinlay, and was further beaten to the 
tune of 6 and 5 by W. Campbell in the 
singles. 

It must be remembered that playing in a 
wre: = heme and playing for your country 
are different things. In the one the player 
is out for himself, and, if he is beaten. no- 
bedy kicks him except himself; but, if he 
fails in an international, he feels like a 
whipped dog. The nerve that enables him 
io win in a championship is just the nerve that 
may let him down m a team match. 

The Selection Committee probably had 
this in mind; so it is inieresting to note 
the performances of those who have been in. 
cluded in the sixteen, and have already taken 
part in Walker Cup matches.
